A Burdensome Tax. 

The national tax which is now 
collected for the slauguter of horn- 
ed cattle in the State of Colombia, 
South America, has been sold for 
the enormous sum of $177,490. 
Last year slaughtermen in Panama 
had to pay the tax monopolist $4 
per head. This year he is entitled 
to collect $8 in silver, which is 
more than the value of a bullock in 
many countries. In other parts of 
Colombia this tax is only collected 
at the rate of $3 for male animals 
and $2 for cows and heifers’, and 
there it is paid in paper money. 
As a natural consequence of this 
ordinance the butchers have raised 
their prices. If beef be taxed the 
consumers and not the butchers 
are those who must necessarily 
pay. This meansto say that a new 
tax falls upon consumers, who re- 
gretfully pay the 30 cents a pound 
now charged, as against the 25 cents 
at which it stood last month.

The Final Orders Given tor the 
survey of the Road. 

The Salt Lake Tribune of Jan- 
uary 3ist publishes the following: 

Bishop Sharp has returned from 
his Boston and New York trip with 
most pleasing results. These re- 
sults are nothing less than orders 
from President Adams of the Union 
Pacific road to putsurveyors imme- 
diately on the line of the proposed 
Utah South extension, which it 
is decided will run from Milford to 
Barstow station on the Atlantic 
& Pacific railroad, near Mojave 
Junction, and thence directly to 
Los Angeles, 450 miles from Milford. 
Two surveying parties will there- 
tore be sent out. Engineer J. Few- 
son Smith with a party of six or 
eight men, begins at Barstow and 
works this way, while Engineer 


Charles Hardy and party start from 
Milford, and working south and 
west in the most feasible ana direct 
line possible, both parties meeti 
at Ash Meadows, Just this side c 
the California line. The survey isa 
preliminary one, and when the re- 
ports shall have been finally ap- 
proved in this city, they will be 
sent to Omaha aud Boston for 
adoption. Then the engineers will 
cross section the line and pickaxe 
for the graders. The rou“e, as near 
as can now be estimated, will cost 
$20,000 per mile. Beginring at 
Milford tbe lines run nearly south 
to Sulpbur Springs, 30 miles; thence 
100 miles to Bristol Piss, 17 miles 
to the north and west of Pioche; 
thence through Pahranagat Valley 
to Ash Meadows, 120 miles further 
on. Just how the route muy lie be- 
tween Barstow and Ash Meadows 
Bishop Sharp could not say uutil Mr. 
Smith made his report. The route 
from Milfor i will deviatesomewbat 
from that outlined in the report 
made two monthsago, which started 
from Black Roek station instead of 
Milford, But in crossing Nevada 
the old route will be followed in 
many places. The grades look easy 
and the passes to climb moderately 
high, as the country is rolling 
rather than mountainous. he line 
is not to run Zigzag so as to take in 
all the mining camps possible, but 
in just as direct a line to Los Au- 
geles as the country allows. The 
road is to be an important part of a 
transcontinental system, with pas- 
senger trains running through be- 
tween Los Angeles and Omaha, 
and it must t.ierefore be straight. 
But tue mining camps are not to be 
neglected. Wherever business will 
warrant it, spur tracks are Ww run 
from the main liue tothe camps, 
thus bringing large areas of valua- 
ble mining country within easy 
reach of the Salt Lake smelters. 
Bishop Sharp thinks that the sur- 
veyors will be through in three 
months, but it must be perhaps two 
or three years before the first traiu 
runs through from Omaha over the 
new line. : 

The Bishop justly congratulates 
himself upon bis success, Time 
and again he has labored with Mr. 
Adams to extend the Southern, but 
the Itter Leing taken up with the 
road’s controversy with the Gov- 
eroment, and knowing little or 
nothing of Nevada, nothing up to 
this time bas been done. But when 
Bishop Sbarp made bis last trip, he 
found President Adams elated over 
the special Commission report and 
the road's hopeful financial outlook. 
So be was more ready to listen than 
ever before, and his distinguished 
visitor was able-to convince him of 
the big futurein store for the road 
that should strike southwest from 
Salt Lake City te Los Angeles. 
Bishop Sbarp had bis ideas of the 
Salt Lake & Los Angeles road, but 
did not care to give anything for 
publication. However, the inter- 
viewer could see he was not over- 
burdened by faith in the scheme, 
especi 2 the singular actions 
in New York and San Francisco of 
representatives of the road, and 
which the San Franeisc papers 
have referred to in one instance 

articularly. But he did have and 

as long had unlimited faith in the 
fact that the road running from 
this city into Southern California 
is destined to do an enormous busi- 
ness. The Bishop spoke highly of 
Judge Goodwin's efforts to further 
this, and regretted that President 
Adams had not long ago such a 
knowledge of Nevada as the 
Tribune’s editor-in-chief, as then 
be would have pushed the now. 
assured extension long ere this.

An Interesting Letter From the 
5 Land of Cacti. | 
The following interesting points 

occur in a letter from B. F. Bacon, 

who is at work building railroad 
track in Arizona. It is dated 

Pantano, Jan. 29, 1888: 

This country reminds me a great 
deal of Eastern Nevada, excepting 
it is so much warmer. The wenther 
is delightful now, but expect it will 
be more than delightful about June 
as I see the thermometer goes up t» 
110 and 114 degrees some diys, but 
does not average more than 94 or 95. 
Tuis is a 5 stock country but 
the best ranges are concentrated in 
a few hands, and the stock men do 
not seem to realize the benefit to be 
derived from gradin: up. Most of 
the beef cattle are regular Texas 
long horus, a three-year-old being 
about equal toa Nevada yearling 
or eighteen-months calf, and beef is 
tough. As for the horses, they are 
mostly broncos. I have not seen 
one worth $50 outside of our outfit 
although I have been inform 
there is ene half- breed Percheron 
stalliou in the Territory some place. 
Most of the grain and cereals in this 
section are raised by Mexicans who 
farm in à very primitive manner, 
such a thing as a gang plow or 
reaper being an_unknown imple- 
ment to them. Stockmen, as a rule, 
buy their vegetables and bacon and 
butter, and there being grazing the 
year around it is not necessary to 
cut but little hay. Where they ir- 
rigate, the soil produces six crops of 
alfalfa a year, about two tons per 
acre each crop. The soil is fair, but 
the beef is such a low grade that it 
only brings about four and one-half 
cents on foot here. 

I bave been informed they con- 
template building smelting works 
at Tucson, twenty-eight miles from 
here, If they go up it will probably 
help this country, as there appears 
to be considerable mineral in this 
section, and some placer mines 
about twenty miles from here, but 
I unierstand they suffer for lack of

Now we do not wish 
to accuse any of our ranch friends 
ot intentionally perverting the 
truth, but to ask us to believe such 
statements in the face of two weeks 
of the hardest Winter weather for 
a quarter of a century, is taxing | 4; 
our credulity too much. In the 
days of cpen ranges and lightly 
stocked ranges, such weather. as 
we have had since January Sth, w 
meant 15 to 20 per cent loss; and 
now with every range overstocked, | §' 
and half the cattle inclosed with 
wire fences, the poor creatures are 
compelled to stand their ground 
aud perish. If the truth is ever 
known, the loss this Winter must 
be something terrible, The ground 
has been covered with snow nearly 
ever since the opening of the new 
year, and many of the shallow wa- 
ter places frozen to the bottom. 
With no food and drink there could 
be but one result,death. Even the 
buffalo, a native of the plains, 
would perish under the hardships 
imposed upon most cattle on the 
range now-a-days, for they used to 
have the freedom of the boundless 
west and could and did drift before. 
the storms, but the cattle are shut 
off from this-means of escape from 
a pitiless storm. The ranch busi- 
ness was always cruel, even in its 
best days, and now especially so. 
To compe! cattle to stand on the 
open plains without food or drink 
such weather as we have been hav- 


ing shows a want of feeling that is 


hard for many to understand. But 
these men are being paid for their 
cupidity. The northwestern ranges 
this Winter must be decimated, 
and men that counted themselves 
rich in cattle last Fall are now see- 
ing tleir fortunes disappear in 
dead carcasses on every hill. This 
is a sad and unfortunate state of 
affairs, both on the score of misfor- 
tune and cruelty. With such yicissi- 
tudes it is not surprising that the 
rauch business has a black eye.” 
It looks as if these heavy losses 
were a warning from heaven that 


‘cattle can no longer be turned 


loose upon the plains by the thous- 
ands and compelled to scuffle for 
their own living all the year round 
unaccompanied by financial disas- 
ter.
